Altbo it is early in the 'Campaign, and unquestionably 


other candidates will file nomination papers in addition to 
those already known to be in the race, I see no good reason 
why Governor Young should not be nominated and re-elected. 
This newspaper will support him, and work toward his re- 
election, and completely without prejudice against any other 
candidates.

M.Q.D. Head Predicts

Summer Fruit 


Rcdlands, March 4.—J. A. Steward, 


sales manager for the Mutual Orange 
Distributors, believes that California 
will market a $60,000,000 Valencia 
orange prop this year, basing his es- 
timate on the present condition of 
the crop, the shipments, between May 
1 and November 15, and prices that 
can be expected. 


Mr. Steward says that the outlook 


for good prices for the Valencia crop 
is the best. More than half the navel 
crop has now been shipped and there 
is every indication that the navels 
will be well out of the way before 
the shipment of valencias begins. 


Also he says there is no competi- 


tion from Florida this year. Last 
year Florida shipped more than 4000 
•cars of oranges after May 1, but this 
year there will be no shipments from 
Florida after that time. 


Mr. Steward believes there will be 


close to 23,000 cars of valeneias to 
be shipped from California as com- 
pared with 40,000 cars shipped last 
year. Every ear of this fruit should 
bo taken by the market greedily and 
good prices should prevail. 


Mr. Steward says there is a pos- 


sibility that the crop will run more 
than 23,000 cars. The fruit is sizing 
up, but that is the average estimate 
just now.

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Survey Shows 
Bearing Acreage 


in Citrus Fruits 


In the "Agricultural Outlook for 


1930," recently issued by the Bureau 
of agricultural economics of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, a considerable increase in bear- 
ing acreage of oranges and grape- 
fruit is indicated. Many trees now 
in production have not yet reached 
the age of mature yield and a large 
increase in production may be ex- 
pected- in years when favorable grow- 
ing conditions permit, according to 
the report. 
, 


Florida oranges are estimated at 


195,000 acres, of which about 15 per 
cent is non-bearing, while Texas has 
an estimate of 18,900 acres of 
orangea with 25 per cent non-bearing. 
Three per 'cent of 100,500 acres of 
California navels is classified as non- 
bearing and of the 112,200 acres of 
valencias, 20,900 acres, or 19 per 
cent, are classified as non-bearing. 


The grapefruit acreage in Florida 


is estimated at 80,000 acres vith 
95 per cent of bearing age. Texas 
with approximately 70 per cent of 
the acreage of Florida is estimated 
to have only about 20'per cent of 
bearing age. The California acreage 
is 9,000, with a forecast of 11,800 
bearing acres for 1932. Porto Rico, 
with an acreage of 3,800, has not 
fully recovered from the damage 
caused by the hurrican of 1928. and 
it will be another season before they 
are shipping aa heavily as before. 


The department of agriculture 


stresses the importance of export out- 
lets for the California Valencia crop. 
This was ably demonstrated in last 
year's bumper crop.when 1,500,000 
boxes -of valencias were shipped to 
foreign ports exclusive of Canada. 


Good prospeccs are seen for ex- 


pansion in the foreign markets for 
grapefruit. Canned grapefruit is a 
growing outlet with 957,000 cases 
shipped in 1929, against 455,100 in 
1927. In addition canners put up 
202,000 cases of grapefruit juice last 
year. In view of the prospective 
increase in production, especially of 
grapefruit, indiscriminate planting i» 
not encouraged. 


The bearing acreage of California 


lemons has not changed-greatly since 
1921 and indications are that produc- 
tion is now near the peak.

No 'chamber concert has ever been 


staged in Covina of greater excel- 
lence than that of the appearance of 
Arthur Hartmann, violinist, 
and 


Bobert Broadwell Saturday night in 
the Coviua high school auditorium. 


The audience was not large, con-

State Senate Situation— 


Los Angeles county has already, at this writing, registered 


over 500,000 voters. The registration, when completed, will 


' be three times greater than some states in the union. 


Yet; our political representation in the state senate is ' 


s just the same as that of a cow county on the Oregon border 


—one state senator to each county. When the next legislature 


- convenes, Los Angeles county will be represented in the sen- 


ate by one man, or woman. What is\o be the result? 


In the first place, no candidate can expect to get acquaint- 


ed with the voters on such a vast scale. No candidate, unless 
he be a millionaire, could hope to build up an acquaintance- 
ship that would make his election possible. It is true that 
election expenses are restricted by law, the theory being.that 
such restriction makes it difficult for any candidate to buy 
his election thru huge expenditures. But the law is easily 
evaded, as anyone knows who takes an interest in politics. 


In our opinion, there are several reasons why the new 


apportionment, for the state senate is a step in the wrong 
direction. First, the position pays one thousand dollars per 
year. It cannot, therefore, be any-inducement from the stand- 
point of making money. But the senator who represents, such 
a vast number of people will without question be subjected 
to tremendous pressure, from selfish interests. It should be 
a strong man, an independent man, who occupies such a posi- 
tion. But the campaign difficulties make it very doubtful if 
an independent man can be chosen. He must be backed by 
great business influence, and that influence is not always in 
the best interests of the people as a whole. 


It brings to mind the fact that the senate body at Wash- 


ington has been conducting a searching inquiry on lobbying. 
All lobbying is by no means against the interests of the peo- 
ple. There are all kinds of lobbies, some good, some doubtful, 
some very bad. But when we make a law which gives 500,000 
people but one senate representative in the state, as is the 
case in California, we are encouraging the system of govern- 
ment by lobbying, and establishing the foundation for na- 
tional lobbying.; One man "cannot possibly make himself 
acquainted with all the intricate details of legislation in be- 
half of such a vast constituency. He must receive help from 
sources supposed to know the facts. Such groups will sur- 
round him, write legislation and submit it to him, prepare 
data for him, and it is foolish to think that special, privilege 
will not take advantage of such a condition. 


If we are fortunate in placing ah exceptionally able and 


honest man in the state senate from Los Angeles county, 
much of our danger will be eliminated, but not all, by any 
means. Many able political economists are certain that the 
best government is derived from small political units. We 
know that the small town is generally the best governed town, 


4 because the people and their representatives are known to 


each other, rub shoulders, and work together. Facts are 
known under such conditions. Rather than to cut down our 
political representation, we should increase it. Great cities 
are adopting the borough systdfcn for the very reason that 
small units function better for the people. In some of the 
older states, especially the thirteen original colonies, many 
counties have been split up into smaller political segments 
for the same reason. Our tendency in Califorr:a seems to be 
in the opposite direction. 


And just one more thot—a county that contains within 


it a great city cannot hope to choose state senators from any 
other locality than within the great city where the votes are 
thickest. It would be a superhuman man who would be able 


• to win such a position from outside of the great city. It tends 


not only to centralize power and responsibility in one man 
instead of in several, which would be far more democratic, 
but it centralizes power in the big city.

•(Sunkist Courier): Going on the theory that actions 


speak louder than words, .we have not spent much time en- 
deavoring to enlighten those individuals in Florida and else- 
where who see a sinister and unfriendly attitude toward the 
Florida citrus industry in everything that California does or 
says. 


It has always appeared so perfectly obvious that a menace 


like the Mediterranean fruit fly is a national problem in which 
California is as much interested, if not more so, than any 
other state, and that inefficient or unprofitable market condi- 
tions in Florida citrus mean lowered price levels for Califor- 
nia growers. 


It is gratifying to read expressions from Florida such as 


that in the lead editorial, titled "Wrong Angle on California," 
which appeared in the Florida Grower for January. The 
editor says that facts have little weight with the few Florida 
folks who are prolific in the production of rumors regarding 
the unfriendly attitude of California interests toward the 
Florida citrus industry. 


We quote his conclusions: "When disposed to become 


afraid of the enmity to Florida that might be held in Cali- 
fornia, based on the conflict between the citrus crops of the 
two states, our people may well pause long enough to reflect 
as follows : 
"That just so long as the citrus industry of Florida fails 


to prosper it is the source of destructive competition making 
the growers of California less prosperous and their invest- 
ments less secure. 
' 
. 
"That any insect pest or other natural enemy becoming 


powerful enough to destroy the citrus industry of Florida 
could not be kept out of California by human means." 


There is little doubt but that the actual growers who have 


their money invested and the responsible organizations in 
both Florida and California citrus industries are too busy pro- 
ducing and marketing their crops and fighting their common 
enemies such as the Medfly to have much time to worry about 
"attitudes."

Walnut-Citrus Meet 


Held at Whittier 


The Citrus and "Walnut extension 


school recently held under the aus- 
pices of, the agricultural .extension 
service, University of California, at 
the Whittier union high school was 
attended by about six hundred in- 
terested growers from Los Angeles 
and other counties of the state. All 
phases of citrus and walnut culture 
were discussed by lecturers, most of 
whom are the staff of the college of 
agriculture. 


This school is the fifth of its kind 


for 'citrus and walnut growers to be 
held in Los Angeles county and was 
characterized as one of the largest 
extension schools yet held in the 
state of California. 
Soil manage- 


ment problems were given special 
attention. 


That there is nothing new under 


the sun is an axiom of the tired 
newspaperman, but the project now 
more than half finished at Azusa 
comes perilously near to destroying 
his faith in this standardized pessim- 
ism. 


The Azusa Bainbow Angling club, 


where big pools are to be filled with 
trout; where men, women and chil- 
dren will fish, from the banks and 
always' get the limit at all seasons 
of the year; whero a unique, com- 
fortable and beautiful clubhouse is 
under construction; and w h e r e 
groups of people will assemble in 
numerous little cabins and grill their 
own fish—this would be new almost 
anywhere. True, it is an outgrowth 
of the surprisingly successful angling 
club above Bedlands, a pioneer in 
this form of sport. And it is owned 
and operated by Leigh Garnsey, own- 
er and founder of the Redlands club. 
Membership in the Azusa club means 


also a membership in the Bedlands 
ilub, both being included in the same 
consideration. 


The clubhouse, pools and..grounds 


are being constructed at the old site 
of Azusa's ice plant, about a mile 
north of Azusa, in the canyon that 
runs thru the first hills between 
Tenth street and Sierra Madre ave- 
nue. 
As is the case at the Bedlands 


club, there will be several pools fill- 
ed with rainbow trout and other 
varieties, which will be fed and 
raised in the pools. 


In the Covina city and valley area, 


memberships had reached thirty last 
week, .and it is expected that double 
that number of members from this 
area will be on the rolls when the 
clubhouse and pools are opened about 
the first of May. Several hundred 
members are now on the rolls from 
Pasadena to Pomona. Azusa is sup 
porting the project with a strong 
membership, as is Glendora, Baldwin 


Park, San Dimas, and the immediate 
valley. It is expected that there will 
be a large membership from the city 
of Los Angeles, and that the place 
will be a popular place of tourist 
entertainment. 


The new clubhouse will be two 


stories in height, of a pleasing type 
of American architecture, with a 
double deck porch along the north 
side of the building, this porch being 
built over the lake for a short dis- 
tance, which will enable the club 
members and their guests to fish 
from the same, should they desire 
to do so. 


There will be a large lounge, with 


fireplace; a roof garden on the roof 
where tea may be served; an office 
room, equipment room, fish-eleaning 
room and other conveniences for the 
use of club members and guests, as 
well as the many other visitors who 
will call at the club. 


The clubhouse will face the main 


entrance to the grounds from Tenth 
street. To the east of the clubhouse, 
ample parking space is to be provid- 


d for scores of cars, while among 
the eucalyptus trees to the north and 
east? of the clubhouse some 
fifty 


grills, enclosed for privacy, where 
club members and their guests may 
cook and cat their own trout, are to 
bo constructed, while a number of 
attractive cabins are also to be built 
about the lake. 


The excavation work on the lake 


is progressing nicely and the banks 
are to be lined with cement. The 
lake will be more than 400 feet long 
by 160 feet wide. 


Wide concrete walks will follow 


the lake clear around from the club- 
house. The entire grounds are to be 
beautifully landscaped and a fine 
lawn and flowers and shrubs are to 
be set out.

Citrus Fruits in 


London Market 


Prices paid for oranges in Liver- 


pool and London have been very low 
this season due to the large supplies 
of low grade immature Spanish fruit 
on these markets, according to infor- 
mation received from, the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics,/in Washing- 
ton. 


Prices have been, aa low as $1.58 to 


$2.19 per half 'case of 110 pounds. 
This would be equivalent to $1.00 to 
$1.40 on a seventy pound basis. The 
arrivals of oranges in November and 
December into the United Kingdom 
amounted to 3,000,000 boxes ou a 
seventy pound basis as compared 
with 2,600,000 last year and 3,150,000 
the year previous. Spanish imports 
accounted for over 80 per cent of 
those on the average, with Palestine 
supplying around 10 per cent and 
Italy and the United^, States supply- 
ing most of the remainder. 


Grapefruit is selling on the Liver- 


pool auction at prices considerably 
above those of the preceding two 
moiiths and also above January, 
1929.

"In spite of all I can do or say, he insists on reading 


stories. How can I correct this habit ?" 


Frankly, madam, I do not know. 
It is about as easy to cure a boy of eating as it is to de- 


stroy his love for good stories. 


Centuries before there was any writing, story-tellers drift- 


ed about from village to village, gathering the people together 
and telling them stories. 


The love of fiction is as old as that—older than recorded 


history, older even than civilization. It can not be rooted out : 
its roots run back too far. 


And why should you want to root it out ? 
The greatest Teacher that ever lived spent half His time 


telling stories to His disciples. "Without a parable (a story) 
He taught them nothing." These stories have transformed 
humanity. 


One great story written in our own country, "Uncle Tom's 


Cabin/' so stirred men's hearts that they said, "Slavery must 
s°-"Good stories will not hurt your boy; they may, if he is 
the right kind of boy, inspire him to real achievement. 


And they will do something else for him, equally impor- 


tant. They will develop his imagination. 


We have too little regard for the high value of the imag- 


ination, we Americans. We are too matter-of-fact. We forget 
that all great inventions, all great discoveries, all great 
achievements in science or business, came to pass because 
some man first had imagination enough to conceive them. 


Many men have been hit on the head by a falling apple. 


Newton, when the apple hit him, had imagination enough to 
formulate the law of gravitation. 


Many men have been burned by their wives' tea-kettles. 


Watt had imagination enough to conceive the steam engine. 


Look thru the pages of history, and you will discover that 


the leaders of men have been those who could dream great 
dreams and carry them out—the men of powerful, intelligent 
imagination. 


Because this is true, the editor of a magazine that prints 


stories has a responsibility that he must take seriously if he 
is any sort of man at all. He is intrusted with the duty of 
mothers like you. 


He may, if he chose, publish stories whose appeal is to the 


baser side of the imagination—and even achieve a certain sort 
of circulation increase for his magazine by so doing.

CAMPAIGN URGED TO INCREASE 


CITRUS FRUIT CONSUMPTION 


If every man, woman and child in. 


the United States would consume 
one more orange in 1930 than they 
did in 1929, the problem of market- 
ing the oncoming; crop would be 
solved and the pocketbooks of orange 
growers would bulge with additional 
returns. 


Likewise an additional lemon per 


capita would put the lemon industry 
in a safer condition than it has been 
for years. 


And if the juice from, just one 


more grapefruit should spray the 
eyes of the hypothetical ''per cap- 
ita," the grapefruit growers would 
be sitting pretty, enjoying a prosper- 
ity heretofore unknown. 


Such was the information impart- 


ed by Paul Armstrong, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, given before the 
Pueute Eotary club last week. 


He cited figures showing a per 


capita consumption of oranges during 
1929'of 72; lemons, 17; grapefruit, 7. 
Fifteen hundred railroad cars would 
be required to take to market the 
increased supply of oranges should 
the nation's appetite call -for 73 
oranges "per" in 1930, instead of 72 
as in 1929. The illustration was on 
the basis of 200 to the packed box. 


Creating an increased consumer de- 


mand, cultivating and expanding a 
foreign market, together with re- 
turns from the by-products industry, 
made it possible to dispose of a 
bumper crop in 1929, on the 72 per 


capita basis, where the average con 
sumer in 1925 used a dozen and a 
half oranges less, or 54 to be exact. 


Aside from giving a talk from the 


citrus growers' viewpoint, Mr. Arm- 
strong quoted figures showing the 
importance of agriculture in Califor- 
nia, wKere 26 per cent of the popula- 
tion is engaged in this vocation. The 
value of the citrus crop in California 
is second only to petroleum. Climatic 
and other conditions make citrus cul- 
ture unprofitable except in a small 
part of the state. The entire citrus 
area of 260,000 acres could be set 
down within the city limits of Los 
Angeles, yet of tiie 150,000 .carloads 
produced in 1929, California shipped 
&0.000 cars and Florida 60,000. 


Citrus production has more than 


trebled in twenty years, but pros- 
pects appear good for fair returns 
from the 1930 crop. Mr. Armstrong 
pointed to the persistent advertising 
which was begun in a modest way 
in the middle-west and which has in- 
creased year by year until the huge 
total of a million and a half dollars 
was expended in 1929, making it 
possible that the over increasing 
year-to-year crop could be disposed 
of at a'financial advantage. 


•Florida must get her navels out of 


the way by April 1, which is two 
months sooner than usual, due to the 
Mediterranean fly infestations. The 
quality of California fruit is excep- 
tionally fine, including both oranges 
and lemons, and 1930 should bring 
good returns, Mr. Armstrong said.
